REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE  TOWN  OF  FRAMINGHAM, 

FOR  THE  SCHOOL  YEAR  1849 — 50. 


The  Superintending  Committee  having  closed  their  labors  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Schools  in  Framingham,  the  past  year,  would  respectfully 
present  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  condition  of  the  schools  as  a  whole,  we  arc  happy  to  say,  is 
highly  encouraging.  We  think  some  advance  lias  been  made  the  past 
year.  In  order  to  present  an  outline  of  the  present  state  of  the  schools, 
we  would  submit  to  your  consideration  a  tabular  view  of  the  schools 
in  town  for  the  year  1849 — 50,  showing  the  whole  number  of  scholars 
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in  summer  and  winter,  the  average  attendance,  the  length  of  the  differ- 
ent schools,  number  of  teachers,  male  and  female,  compensation  of 
teachers,  the  number  of  scholars  returned  in  May  last  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  and  also  the  amount  of  money  appropriated 
to  each  district.

There  are  in  town,  ten  districts  and  fourteen  schools,  containing  eight 
hundred  and  sixteen  scholars,  averaging  a  fraction  over  fifty-eight  to 
each  school.  The  average  length  of  the  schools  in  summer  was- 
over  four  months  (4  9-52)  in  winter,  over  three  months,  (3  5-14) 
amounting  during  the  year  to  7  1-2  months.  The  average  wages 
of  male  teachers  are  $37,625  per  month,  including  board,  and 
of  female  teachers  $18  422.    From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen 
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that  Nos.  2,  4,  5,  and  7,  have  had  the  past  winter  an  average 
attendance  greater  than  the  number  they  severally  returned  last  May. 

No  1,  has  not  had  its  usual  number  of  scholars  in  attendance.  The 
whooping  cough  and  measles  operated  unfavorably.  The  teacher  in 
the  higher  department,  has  not  had  the  usual  degree  of  success.  We 
should  like  to  see  this  school  take  a  higher  position. 

No.  2,  is  advancing.  It  is  much  better  than  a  few  years  since. 
Continued  effort  on  the  part  of  parents  and  pupils  will  raise  it  still 
higher.    It  has  done  well  the  past  year. 

No.  3,  is  a  good  school.  In  the  summer  term  the  order  was  not 
good.  Owing  to  some  neglect,  the  Committee  were  not  called  upon 
to  examine  it.  But  with  the  examination,  at  the  close  of  the  winter 
term,  the  Committee  were  well  pleased.  The  readiness  of  the  schol- 
ars to  answer  questions  put  by  the  Committee,  their  activity  of  mind 
indicated  by  their  countenances  and  answers,  showed  that  they  had 
been  well  taught,  and  had  well  improved  their  time.  Their  motto  is 
onward. 

No.  4,  has  shown  a  great  interest  in  study  and  improvement,  and  a 
noble  disposition  to  follow  implicitly  the  suggestions  of  an  experienced 
teacher.  The  beautiful  outline  maps  that  adorned  the  walls  of  the 
school  room,  on  examination  day,  showed  that  the  scholars,  who  drew 
them,  had  been  busy  at  home  as  well  as  in  school.  The  examination 
was  highly  satisfactory.    This  school  is  marked  No.  One. 

No.  5.  The  summer  term  closed  very  well.  Some  unfavorable  cir- 
cumstances rendered  the  winter  term  less  successful. 

No.  6.  The  summer  term  was  very  good,  and  the  examination  sat- 
isfactory.   The  winter  term  did  not  succeed  as  well. 

No.  7.  Order  very  good.  Progress  in  study  commendable.  The 
recitations  at  the  examinations  showed  that  the  school  had  been  well 
taught. 

No.  8,  appeared  well  at  the  examination  of  the  summer  term.  At 
the  close  of  the  winter  school  the  recitations  were  very  good.  Still 
we  should  like  more  refinement  and  a  better  taste.  In  this  district 
there  are  too  many  scholars  for  one  teacher.  We  hope  a  remedy 
will  be  provided. 

No.  9,  has  three  schools,  all  of  which  have  done  well.  The  atten- 
dance has  been  better  than  in  past  years.  There  is  a  good  degree  of 
interest  felt  for  the  welfare  of  the  young.    Their  course  is  onward. 

No.  10.  Considering  the  former  advantages  of  the  scholars,  few 
schools  do  better.  There  is  in  the  higher  department  a  waking  up  of 
the  intellect,  a  fixedness  of  purpose  apparent  to  all  at  the  examina- 
tions, that  promise  much  in  the  future. 

The  order  of  the  schools  has  improved  during  the  year;  with  some 
few  exceptions,  it  has  been  very  good.  Whispering  has  almost  entirely 
disappeared  in  some  schools.  We  wish  it  might  in  all.  The  average 
attendance  has  increased.  A  greater  degree  of  punctuality  has  been 
observed  ;  add  in  our  opinion  there  has  been  closer  application  to  study. 

And  here  we  would  submit  the  question,  whether  the  Prizes  that 
were  offered,  to  diligence,  punctuality,  correct  deportment  and  studi- 
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ous  effort,  have  not  operated  favorably  upon  the  minds  of  the  scholars. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  many,  that  their  influence  has  been  very  auspic- 
ious. In  most  of  the  schools  there  has  been  very  pleasant  singing. 
We  hope  that  music  will  receive  more  attention.  The  interest  felt  in 
general  education  and  in  the  proper  training  of  the  young  is  mani- 
festly increasing.  While  the  schools  have  on  the  whole,  perhaps  met 
the  reasonable  expectation  of  the  people,  we  hope  the  day  is  not  far 
distant,  when  they  will  occupy  a  higher  position,  and  present  still 
stronger  claims  to  the  cordial  support  of  the  community.  Some  of 
the  districts  in  town,  are  worthy  of  all  praise  for  the  efforts  they  have 
made  in  cooperating  with  the  teachers,  and  in  encouraging  the  schol- 
ars. The  results  have  been  most  happy.  No.  4,  we  think,  has  taken 
the  lead  in  this  enterprise,  though  some  others  have  done  very  well. 
Three  things  are  necessary  in  order  to  have  a  good  school,  viz  :  a 
good  teacher  must  be  procured;  parents  and  guardians  must  cooperate 
with  the  teacher;  and  the  scholars  must  be  dutiful.  When  these  ele- 
ments combine  and  cooperate,  a  good  school  will  be  the  result.  It 
cannot  be  otherwise.  It  is  in  harmony  with  all  the  laws  of  nature  to 
produce  such  a  result  by  such  a  combination.  Two  of  these  elements 
should  be  found  in  every  district,  viz  :  dutiful  children  and  coopera- 
ting parents.  If  they  are  not  found  there,  blame  attaches  to  some  of 
the  inhabitants.  The  evil  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible. 
Cordial,  harmonious  and  energetic  action  is  highly  desirable;  nay 
more,  it  is  indispensably  necessary  to  success. 

If  an  ordinary  teacher  enters  upon  his  duties  in  a  district  thus  uni- 
ted, and  prepared  to  cooperate  with  him,  his  success  will  be  good. 
But  if  a  superior  teacher  occupies  the  same  place,  he  will  almost 
accomplish  wonders.  No  pains  therefore  should  be  spared  to  get  the 
best  of  teachers,  able  and  willing  to  impart  all  needed  instruction  to 
the  pupils. 

If  the  above  suggestions  were  fully  carried  out,  few  districts  would 
complain  of  poor  schools.  If  however  the  district  should  be  unfortu* 
nate,  and  the  teacher  should  not  succeed,  and  in  the  mature  judgement 
of  the  parents,  he  entirely  fails,  we  would  recommend  that  immediate 
action  on  the  part  of  the  district  be  taken,  and  that  whatever  is  ne-> 
cessary  to  be  done,  should  be  accomplished  at  once,  and  not  allow  the 
school  to  be  stopped  in  an  improper  manner. 

In  closing  our  report,  we  would  say  that  although  much  has  been 
done  for  the  advancement  of  common  school  education,  much  more 
remains  still  to  be  accomplished. 

To  give  a  proper  direction  to  all  the  means  of  instruction  now  en- 
joyed, and  to  adapt  them  in  the  best  possible  manner  to  all  the 
exigencies  that  arise  in  different  communities,  require  no  small  degree 
of  skill.  We  would  therefore  earnestly  ask  the  assistance  and  coop- 
eration of  the  citizens  of  this  town,  in  making  our  schools  in  all. 
respects  what  they  should  be, — models  of  intelligence,  good  habits, 
and  of  virtue. 

The  child's  intellectual  character  is  not  all  that  should  be  developed 
and  improved,  though  this  is  exceedingly  important.    £Iis  moral  na^ 
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ture  should  early  receive  proper  attention  in  our  schools.  He  should 
be  trained  to  good  habits,  to  truthfulness,  to  purity  of  thought,  word 
and  action,  to  show  respect  to  age  and  reverence  to  God.  In  short, 
he  should  be  instructed  in  every  thing  that  elevates  and  adorns  and 
perfects  his  youthful  character.

The  whole  number  of  lots  now  selected  are  about  eighty  ;  sixty -six 
only  having  been  settled  for.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 

The  Overseers  of  ihe  Poor  for  the  past  year,  ask  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Report : — 

The  whole  number  of  paupers  at  the  Establishment,  75.  Of  this  number 
18  were  native  or  town  paupers  ;  57  foreign  or  State  paupers.  The  whole 
expense  for  support  of  poor  at  the  Poor  House,  including  pay  of  Warden, 
Overseers'  services,  labor  in  the  house  and  on  the  farm,  $  1-425.59  as  fol- 
lows : —

In  the  above,  no  account  is  made  for  'interest  on  the  cost  of  the  Poor 
Establishment,  or  of  the  income  of  the  Stone  Fund,,  which  will  be  about  one 
hundred  dollars  more  than  the  interest,  and  the  balance  will  be  $776  46. 

The  general  health  of  the  paupers  has  been  good.  There  have  been  no 
deaths  at  the  Establishment  the  past  year,  and  but  one  (Miss  Gallot)  under 
the  care  of  the  Overseers. 

The  Overseers  have  not  been  able  heretofore  to  present  to  the  Town  an 
accurate  account  of  the  expenses  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  as  no  books 
have  been  kept  by  them,  from  which  such  an  account  could  be  drawn. 
They  have  now  purchased  books,  in  which  have  been  entered  all  bills  certi- 
fied by  them.  All  monies  received  have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and 
charged  to  him,  and  all  communications  from  or  to  other  Towns  have  been 
recorded  ;  also,  all  meetings  of  the  Overseers,  with  their  doings,  and  all 
other  things  in  relation  to  their  duties  which  were  thought  needful  to  a  full 
understanding  of  the  subject. 

The  same  system  which  was  adopted  three  years  since  has  been  pursued 
the  past  year  in  relation  to  the  medical  attendance  on  the  poor,  which  was, 


18 


to  invite  proposals  from  all  the  practising  physicians  in  Town,  to  give  all 
necessary  medical  attendance  on  all  persons  under  the  care  of  the  Overseers 
for  one  year.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  some  alterations  were 
made  in  regard  to  the  purchases  for  the  use  of  the  Establishment.  It  was 
thought  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  and  more  for  the  interest  of  the  Town 
for  the  Overseers  to  purchase  such  things  as  were  needful  than  for  the 
"Warden  to  do  it ;  and  by  a  comparison  of  the  expenses  of  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year,  when  a  large  share  of  the  purchases  were  made  by  the 
Warden,  with  the  last  eight  months,  when  made  by  the  Overseers,  they  find 
they  were  not  mistaken  as  far  as  the  interest  of  the  Town  was  concerned. 
There  has  been  no  charge  made  by  the  Overseers  for  any  purchases  made 
by  them.  From  the  large  number  of  State  paupers  which  were  thrown  upon 
the  Town,  and  the  consequent  large  bills  which  were  paid  for  provisions, 
particularly  for  meat,  which  was  used  two  or  three  times  a  day,  the  Over- 
seers were  induced  to  adopt  some  regular  system,  which,  while  it  would 
have  the  comfortable  support  of  the  paupers  in  view,  would  be  more  econo- 
mical for  the  Town,  and  in  pursuance  of  that  system,  they  ordered  the  fol- 
lowing weekly  bill  of  fare  : 

For  Dinner — Fresh  meat,  one  day  ;  soup,  one  day ;  salt  beef  with  pork  and  • 
vegetables  boiled,  two  days  ;  baked  beans,  one  day  ;  salt  and  fresh  fish,  one 
day  each,  and  when  fresh  fish  cannot  be  conveniently  obtained,  minced  meat 
or  some  other  substitute. 

For  Breakfast  and  Supper — Bread  and  milk  or  bread  and  chocolate  for  all 
who  are  in  good  health  ;  and  tea  with  bread  and  butter,  for  old  and  infirm 
females  and  others,  when  they  prefer  it. 

In  consequence  of  the  season  and  the  almost  entire  loss  of  the  potato  crop 
and  other  causes  on  which  the  overseers  do  not  wish  to  enlarge  in  this  re- 
port, the  expenses  have  been  larger  for  the  support  of  the  poor  at  the 
Establishment  than  they  had  expected,  but  not  larger  than  an  average  of 
past  years.  The  Overseers  believe  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Town 
to  make  a  small  outlay  to  set  out  fruit  trees  and  to  make  other  improvements 
which  would  much  increase  the  value  of  the  Farm,  and  the  comfort  of  the 
paupers.    In  conclusion,  they  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  the  Town,  that 

the  services  of  Mr.  Farwell,  as  Warden,  have  been  engaged  for  the 

present  year,  and  that  he  has  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  that  duty.  He 
has  had  a  large  experience  in  the  charge  of  the  Worcester  Poor  Establish- 
ment, and  comes  with  the  highest  recommendation  from  the  Mayor  and  City 
Authorities  of  Worcester,  and  many  others  who  have  long  known  him,  as  to 
the  capacity,  integrity  and  fitness  for  the  station  both  of  himself  and  wife.

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report : — 

The  whole  number  of  paupers  at  the  Poor  Establishment,  the  past  year, 
was  sixty-seven.  Of  this  number  twenty  were  native  or  town  paupers ; 
forty-seven  foreign  or  State  paupers.  The  whole  expense  for  the  support  of 
the  poor  at  the  Poor  House,  including  pay  of  Warden,  Overseers'  services, 
labor  ou  the  farm,  horse,  wagon,  cart,  sled,  blacksmith's  and  mason's  work, 
tools  and  repairs,  $2079  91,  as  follows,  viz.: —

The  average  number  of  paupers,  at  the  Poor  House,  has  been  much  larger 
the  past  year  than  ever  before  since  the  purchase  of  the  Establishment, 
being  26;  in  former  years,  from  about  12  to  23.  The  number  assisted  out 
of  the  Poor  House,  including  the  children  in  the  families,  27. 

The  general  health  of  the  paupers  at  the  Establishment,  has  been  as  good, 
if  not  belter,  than  the  same  class  of  persons  in  any  other  situation.  There 
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have  been  no  deaths  there  the  past  year.  The  number  of  deaths  of  persons 
assisted  by  the  Overseers  have  been  two  ;  Mrs.  Gallot,  at  Groton,  and  Geo. 
Frazier  at  the  north  part  of  this  town. 

For  the  course  pursued  by  the  Overseers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
they  would  refer  to  their  last  year's  Report;  the  same,  with  such  slight 
deviations  as  circumstances  seemed  to  require,  has  been  pursued.  At  the 
time  the  inventory  of  the  last  year  was  made,  there  were  neither  grain  nor 
vegetables  which  were  produced  on  the  farm  ;  at  this  time  there  is  an  am- 
ple supply  of  vegetables  and  about  100  bushels  of  grain  on  hand.  There 
have  been  some  improvements  commenced  on  the  farm,  which  if  carried 
out,  will  render  it  more  valuable  and  productive.  The  care  of  the  Estab- 
lishment has  been  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Farwell  and  his  wife  ,  they 
have  discharged  their  duties  faithfully  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Overseers.  The  farm  has  been  well  carried  on,  and  the  house  kept  neat  and  in 
good  order,  with  a  due  regard  to  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inmates. — 
The  Overseers,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  given  them  by  the  Town, 
have  contracted  with  Mr.  Farwell  for  three  years  from  the  first  of  April 
instant. 


REPORT  ON  THE  IMPROVEMENTS  OF  THE 
PAUPER  ESTABLISHMENT. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Town,  in  April,  1851,  it  was  voted  to  grant  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  setting  trees  and  making  improvements  on  the 
Poor  Farm,  and  the  Overseers  were  chosen  a  Committee  to  expend  said  sum. 
The  Overseers  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and  submit  the  following  Report  : 

They  have  set  130  fruit  trees,  mostly  apple  trees,  which  are  doing  well 
and  in  a  growing  condition.  They  have  had  built  about  50  rods  of  stone 
wall  including  a  faced  wall  on  the  road  and  also  an  ice  house.  The  sum 
expended  for  the  above  improvements  is  eighty-nine  dollars  and  eighteen 
cents,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  ten  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report  : — 

The  whole  number  of  paupers  at  the  Poor  house,  the  past  year,  was 
seventy-six  ;  of  this  number  twenty-five  were  native  or  town  paupers,  fifty- 
three  foreign  or  State  paupers,  and  three  belong  to  other  towns  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  stopped  but  a  few  days.  The  whole  expense  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  at  the  Poor  House,  including  pay  of  Warden,  Overseer's  ser- 
vices, labor  on  the  farm,  ox  cart  wheels,  blacksmith's  and  mason's  work, 
tools,  repairs  and  addition  to  the  barn,  $2,5S0.85,  as  follows,  viz.: —

In  the  foregoing  statement  the  interest  of  the  cost  of  the  Poor  Establish- 
ment is  not  included. 

There  has  been  expended  for  the  enlargement  of  the  barn,  alterations  in 
the  house,  and  other  buildings,  laying  walls,  setting  trees,  and  improvements 
on  the  farm,  and  paid  for  oat  of  the  foregoing  account  of  expenses,  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  more  than  the  addition  to  the  inventory,  which 
more  than  covers  the  balance  above  stated. 

It  will  be  teen  by  comparing  tins  with  the  report  of  former  years,  that 
the  whole  number  of  paapen  at  the  poor  house  has  been  larger  the  past 
year  than  ever  before  j  the  average  for  the  year,  about  the  same  as  last  year, 
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twenty-six.  The  number  assisted  out  of  the  poor  house,  including  the  whole 
of  the  children  in  the  families,  is  eighteen  ;  which  is  less  by  nine  than  last 
year,  and  the  expenses  less  by  $123.25.  This  does  not  include  the  expense 
for  the  support  of  Joseph  Bannister  at  the  Worcester  Hospital,  and  who  was 
afterwards  removed  to  the  poor  house,  and  charged  there,  which  was  $61.13. 

The  health  of  the  paupers,  at  the  poor  house,  has  not  been  as  good  as  in 
previous  years.  The  number  of  deaths  has  been  four,  which  is  a  larger 
number  than  in  any  one  year  before  ;  three  of  them  were  aged  persons,  who 
had  been  a  long  time  failing,  and  one  of  middle  age,  of  consumption. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  of  persons  who  were  assisted  by  the  town, 
viz.:  Mrs.  Underwood  and  Mrs.  Belcher;  they  were  very  aged  persons,  and 
Mrs.  Underwood  had  been  sick  for  a  long  time. 

It  .has  been  the  object  of  the  Overseers,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  to 
keep  in  view  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  poor,  as  well  as  the  interests 
of  the  Town  in  the  expenditures  for  their  support.  They  have  also  been 
desirous  to  have  such  improvements  made  on  the  farm  as  will  render- it  more 
productive  and  valuable,  and  carry  out,  as  they  believe,  the  wishes  of  the 
Town.  There  has  been  set  a  large  number  of  fruit  trees  the  last  year,  some 
fifty  or  sixty  rods  of  stone  wall,  a  part  of  which  is  a  heavy  faced  wall  on  the 
road,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  clearing  a  very  rough  and 
stony  piece  of  land,  which  when  finished  will  make  an  excellent  piece  of 
grass  land.  Attention  has  also  been  paid  to  the  making  of  manure  for  the 
farm,  by  keeping  a  larger  number  of  hogs  ;  the  quantity  of  manure  on  hand 
this  spring,  is  much  larger  than  the  usual  amount,  and  that  of  good  quality. 
The  farm,  if  well  managed,  may  be  made  at  a  small  expense  to  the  Town, 
to  pay  its  own  expenses,  and  support  the  poor,  the  expense  of  which  will  be 
much  reduced  after  the  State  establishments  go  into  operation.  The  farm 
tinder  the  immediate  care  of  Mr.  Farwell,  has  been  well  managed,  and  the 
amount  of  produce  sold  from  it  much  larger  than  usual,  considering  the 
large  number  that  have  in  part  been  maintained  from  it.  The  house  has 
been  kept  by  Mrs.  Farwell  neat  and  in  good  order,  with,  a  due  regard  to 
economy  and  the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  and  both  the  Warden  and  his 
wife  have  discharged  their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Overseers,  and 
they  believe,  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  who  have  visited  the  estab- 
listiment,  and  expressed  an  opinion.

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BY-LAWS  IN  REGARD  TO  TRUANT  CHILDREN. 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


Middlesex,  ss. 

At  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas  begun  and  holden  at  Cambridge,  within 
and  for  the  County  of  Middlesex,  on  the  second  Monday  of  Decem- 
ber, being  the  thirteenth  day  of  said  month,  Anno  Domini  1852. 

And  now,  in  this  term,  a  document  is  presented  to  the  Court  in  the  words 
following,  to  wit : — 

To  the  Honorable  the  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  holden  at  Cam- 
bridge, within  and  for  tht.  County  of  Middlesex,  on  the  second  Monday  of 
December,  in  the  year  Eighteen 'Hundred  and  Fifty  Two. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Framingham  in  said  County,  respectfully 
represent,  that  at  a  legal  meeting  of  said  inhabitants  held  on  the  eighth  day 
of  November,  A.  D.,  1852,  they  adopted  and  passed  the  following  "ordinan- 
ces and  by-laws,  in  conformity  to  the  statute  of  the  Commonwealth  therein 
mentioned,  and  the  statute  in  addition  thereto,  which  ordinances  and  by-laws 
are  in  the  following  words,  to  wit  : — 

Section  1.  Any  minor  resident  in  Framingham,  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  fifteen  years,  convicted  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  "an 
act  concerning  truant  children  and  absentees  from  school,"  passed  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  of  being  an  habitual  truant,  or  of  not  at- 
tending school,  or  of  being  without  any  regular  and  lawful  occupation,  or 
growing  up  in  ignorance,  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
or  judicial  officer  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  instead  of  the  fine  men- 
tioned in  the  first  section  of  said  act,  be  committed  to  the  House  of  Reform- 
ation hereinafter  provided,  for  such  term  as  such  justice  or  judicial  officer 
may  determine,  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  a  fine  may  be  imposed  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars,  and  if  such  fine  be  not  paid,  the  convict  may  be  com- 
mitted to  said  House  of  Reformation— or  to  the  county  jail,  to  remain  till  the 
fine  be  paid,  or  till  such  justice  or  judicial  officer,  upon  proof  that  the  minor  is 
unable  to  pay  the  fine,  and  has  no  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  charge- 
able with  his  support  and  able  to  pay  the  same,  shall  order  a  discharge. 
And  if  the  convict  be  not  discharged  as  aforesaid  he  may  be  dischargedunder 
the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-fifth  chapter 
of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  all  such  offences. 

Section  3.  The  Town  of  Framingham  shall  pay  the  costs  in  all  such 
prosecutions,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  fines  that  may  be  had. 

Section  4.  The  house  in  said  Framingham  called  the  Poor  house,  shall 
be  a  house  of  reformation  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  said  act,  and 
the  person  employed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  said  town  to  have  the 
charge  of  the  poor  in  said  house,  shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  the 
convicts  committed  to  said  house,  and  may  confine  them  in  such  part  of  said 
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house  as  he  may  judge  proper,  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  overseers  of 
the  poor. 

All  of  which  appears  from  a  copy  of  the  Record  of  said  Town  herewith 
filed,  and  said  inhabitants  pray  that  said  ordinances  and  by-laws  may  be 
approved  by  the  Court.

The  Committee  chosen  by  the  Town  of  Framingham,  at  their  adjourned 
annual  meeting  held  this  day,  under  the  twenty-first  article  of  the  warrant, 
respectfully  report,  That  on  the  eighth  day  of  November  last,  at  a  legal 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  certain  by-laws  in  relation  to 
"  Truant  children  and  absentees  from  school "  were  adopted  ;  that  said 
by-laws  were  subsequently,  at  the  December  term  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  held  for  this  county,  submitted  to  that  Court  for  its  approval  ;  that 
they  were  approved  by  the  Court  "except  that  portion  of  the  third  section 
which  appropriates  the  fines  to  the  benefit  of  the  town,"  all  of  which  facts 
fully  appear  from  the  Records  of  said  Town,  and  the  copy  of  the  Record  of 
said  Court,  to  which  this  report  is  appended.  Your  committee  would  re- 
commend that  said  by-laws  as  modified  and  so  approved  by  the  Court,  be 
adopted  as  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  Town.
